- - Claim 1 2: A multi-level chair for supporting a concrete reinforcement cable under tension at 
a fixed height from a bottom of a concrete form, said multi-level chair comprising: 
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an inverted V-shaped body having a pair of legs extending downwardly from an apex of 
said body, each of said legs having a fixed length and multiple receptacles adapted to receive post- 
tension reinforcement cable, 

said multiple receptacles comprising at least two receptacles positioned at different 
heights from from a base of said body along said length of said leg, wherein said multiple receptacles 
of one of said legs are positioned at different heights with respect to said multiple receptacles of the
